Note.— Since the year 1812, resident magiatratea, on hebg first appointed, are placed on a salary of 3501. per annum, which, at the espiration of 
three years, is increased to 4001. ; but beyond this no increase takes place. And in nddidon to the foregoing filed nllowanees, resident magistrates 
are allowed extra pay, at 10*. per night in the country and 12s. Gd. in Dublin, for every night necessarily absent from home on duty ; bat when petty 
sessions are not more than 12 miles distant from Che station, no extra pay is chargeable, unless the magistrate shall have been necessarily detained by 
duty for the uight. For any distance travelled by a magistrate beyond 20 miles in going to a scene of duty, and 20 miles in letuming, or 20 miles a 
day on a tour of duty, he is entitled to an allowance of It. per mile, unless a railway or other public conveyance is available at less cost than such rata 
of allowance,
